, The following is from " Recollections of n 
journey through Tartary, Thibet and China," 
by M. Hue, a Catholic Missionary : 


On llm fifteenth day of tho now moon we 


met numerous caravans, following, like our- 
selves, the direction from east to west. The 
way wi,s covered with men, women, and 
children, moii'ited on camels or oxen, all "fl- 
ing, us they said, to the Lama convcnt"of 
li'ictie-Chitrin. 
Whim they asked whether 


our journey had the snme goal, and heard 
our answer in tho negative, their surprise was 
extreme; and this, and tho number of pil- 
grim* that wo saw pinned our ctirin-itv. 
At 


the turning of the defile we met an old'Lama, 
who, having a heavy burden on his back, 
seemed to get along with extreme difficulty. 
" Urother," said we, " you are advanced in 
ago : your black hairs are not so numerous as 
your white ; you must bo much fatigued.— 
Place your burdem on one of our camels, and 
you will joumoy more nt your onto." 


Tho old man prostrated himself in lokon of 


his gratitude, and wo mailu one of our camels 
kneel down, while Sumdadchieuiba added the 
Lama's bng-.'iiyo to ours. As soon as tho pil- 
grim was relieved of the load that weighed 
upon him, his^ stop became ligt.ter, and a 
pleased expression spread ovf-r his features.— 
" IJnillior," j<:iid we, " we know very little 
about tint all'iirs of your country; but wo uru 
astonished to meet so many pilgrims in the 
desert." 


" Wo aro a 1 going to Riehe-Churin," ho 


replied in a tcn;s of profound devotion. 
" Suinit gre;.t solemnity, doubtless, calls you 


thither V" 
" Yes; to-morrow is to bo a great day. 
A 


Lama tinkle will display bis power. lie will 
kill himself, but will not die." 


Wo understood in a moment the kind of 


solemnity which had put the Tartars in mo- 
tion. 
A Lama was to open his belly, takeout 


Iiis entrails and placo them before him, and 
then return, immediately, to his former state. 
This spectacle, atrocious and disgusting as it 


i-i very common in thu Lama convents of 


Tartary. Tlm tinkle who is to display his 
|iower, as the Mongols say, prepares himself 
for the act by long days of fasting and pray- 
er; and during the whole time ho must main 
lain the most absolute silenco, and refrain 
from all communication with men. 


When tint appointed hour has arrived, tho 


whole multitude of pilgrinu repair to thu 
great court of the Lama convent, where nn 
ultar is erected. 
At lungth the ttokte makes 


Iiis appearance; bu advances gravely amid 
tho acclamations of the crowd, seats himself 
;>u the altar, and taking a cutlass from his gir- 
lie, places it between his knees, while the 
crowd of Lamas, ranged in a circle at his feet, 
-•oninieni-i! tli« terrible invocations that pro- 
tide this frghlful ceremony, 
lly degrees, as 


hey proceed in their recitation, the llokto is 
seen to tremble in every limb, and gradually 
all into strong convulsions. Then the song 
if tho Liinm* bt'comcs wilder and more iini- 
natod, and tho recitation is exchanged for 
:rii-s and bowlings. 
Suddenly thu Bokto 


lings away tho pearf whieh bo Inis worn, 
matches oil his girdle, and with thu sacred 
cutlass tip-) himself entirely open. 
As the 


'ilood gushes out, tlio multitude prostrate them- 
ielves before the horrible spectacle, and the 
lulfurer is immediately interrogated concern- 
ing I'uttir.f events, and things concealed from 
imniiii knowledge. 
His answers to all these 


juestions arc regarded ns oracles. 


As soon as tho devout curiosity of tho pil* 


irims is satisfied, the Litmus resume their rec- 
tations and prr.ycre; and the Hoktu, taking 
ip in his right hand a iiuantity of his blood, 
.-arries it to bin mouth, blows throe times up- 
on it, and casts it into thu air with a loud cry. 
le then passes his hand rapidly over his stom- 
ach, and it becomes a* whole an it wnn lefurc, 
vithout tho slightest trace being left of the 
liiibolical operation, with the exception of an 
oxtromi) lassitude.
